The sons of Baron Chinda, 
Vice-Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
of Field Marshal Oyama, are amongst 
the dead.

The first 
week will be devoted to meetings 
j arrar.jed hy the International offi- 
cers, and the. second w?ek to a con- 
gress arranged by the Canadian Coun- 
cil, during whlcb, all sorts of 
questions in which women are inter- 
ested will be discussed, such as Phil- 
anthropy, Education, Public Health, 
etc. it is expected that delegates will 
be i> '?sent from TSuronean countries, 
different parts of the Empire, and 
America, and addresses will be de- 
liver* d by many able men and women.

Sixty Years an Emperor. 

On the OCC&SiOu of lilt Diaiiiuiiu 
Juhiiee of the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, of Austria-Hungary, the heads 
of the princely houses of Germany, 
led by the Emperor William, gathered 
in Vienna, to present their congratu- 
lations to the aged monarch. A, 
series of festivities were inaugurated 
throughout tbe dual monarchy, to 
celebrate the occasion. The Emperor 
William and the Km press, were wel- 
comed to Vienna by the Emperor 
Francis Joseph In person. Emperor 
William made a speech, in which he 
tendered the Austrian Emperor the 
congratulations of those present upon 
the sixtieth anniversary of the begin- 
ning of his reign. 

More Trouble in India. 

A despatch from Simla, announces 
that a body of Afghans, estimated to 
be between thirteen and twenty tbous- 

lnto India. They made determined 
efforts to capture a hiockhc'se he'd 
by a detachment of the Khyber aides, 
but the attack failed. The Afghan 
Government has made no attempt to 
cbeck the fanatical tribesmen, who 
openly marched through the Bazar 
Valley, by tbe main routes. General 
Wiiicocks hastened hi» troops to the 
spot, and Inflicted a severe repulse 
on the raiders. Simultaneously with 
this outbreak, a conspiracy against. 
Europeans was afoot In Calcutta. It 
was discovered by the police, and a 
number of bombs, and cartridges were 
seised. Over {hlrty arrests were 
made. An examination of these per- 
sons revealed the Kravlly of the sit- 
uation. Many made startling admis- 
sions, regarding the intentions of the 
conspirators against public oriiciais. 
Oite man said he had travelled all 



over India in connection with the 
movement, which Tie described as a 
great; revolutionary campaign against 
the uovemment. 



Anti-Cigarette Legislation. 

It is probable' that the attention of 
the Dominion Parliament will be 
called to the qaeatlun of tbe cigarette 
this session. The Government pro- 
poses tn Ttiiikp ftn amend rn^r^ *n fh e 
Criminal Code regulating the sale ot' 
cigarettes to minors. 

At the present time, there are Pro- 
vincial enactments forbidding the 
sale of cigarettes to ehlldren, but it 
has been stated in parliament that in 
most places no attempt is heins made 
to enforce the law in question, and 
possibly, to bring the matter under 
the Criminal uode would ha v e a 
wholesome effect. We bope that 
something definite will be done fn 
this direction. 



The Prince o! Wales on Canada, 

Speaking at the. Royal Colonial 
Institute, the Prince of Wales said: — 

"This Summer I shall again cross 
the Atlantic, In order to represent the 
King at the celebration of tbe first 
colonisation of Canada hy Champlain, 
three hundred years ago. Though lack 
of time, unfortunately, does not per- 
mit my visit being extended beyond 
Quebec; I look forward with mueb 
pleasure to revisiting the Dominion 
for the sixth time, and joining wltb 
Its people In this great national com- 
memoration." 

The Prince then dwelt on the mar- 
vellous development of the Empire, 
by the aid of rapid communication, 
pointing out, incidentally, how the 
Canadian Pacific bad helped to make 
the nation. He pointed out that there 
must he mutual effort and self-sacri- 
fice on the part of Britain and her 
Colcnies, if their common interests 
were tu be safe-guarded, and he also 
called attention to the importance of 
reciprocity in educational matters. 
The fact that Oxford Uuiversity had 
chosen Dr. Osier, a distinguished 
Canadian, for its regius professor of 
iiiedlcSne, and that Professor Bovey 
had been called from McGlll to be 
rector of tbe Imperial College of 
Science and Technology, was consid- 
ered by the Prince to be a good sign 
of the sympathetic relations existing 
between the old Universities and the 
younger portions of the Empire.

Old Age Pensions. 

The Priir.fi Minister of Great Brit- 
ain has intimated the intention of the* 
Government to provide for old per- 
sons out of the national treasury. It 
is propose? to pay $1.25 a week- to 
persons over seventy years o£ age, 
already lu receipt of poor-law relief, 
and all whose Incomes otherwise' ex- 
ceed $130.WU a year. On this footing, 
he calculates that the total numher 
of persons ellglhle for pensions will 
not exceed 580,000; the cost of, the 
scheme amounting to ?30,000,000 an- 
nually. It will not come Into opera- 
tion until the first of January, 1909. 
From. what source this money is to be 
obtained, is not yet certain. 

Etna Getting Active. 

For some time past, Mount Etna, 

Signs of renewed activity. ,- Earth- 
quake shocks are beins constantly 
felt .'In the vicinity of the mbiintalnj 
and an extensive eruption is expected. 
A party of experts In volcanic phen- 
omena, jvent some way up the moun- 
tainside on May Gth, and found that a 
new crater had opened at a height of 
7 nan, feet. After ejecting columns ot 
steam and clouds of stones and ashes, 
which fell largely on the village or 
Aelreate, the crater became the 
source of two streams of lava, wblcb. 
followed the courses taken hy the 
lava lu the eruptions of 1819 and' 
1852. Scientists declare that,. of all, 
tbe magnificent phenomena presented ' 
by the volcano, the most Impressive Is 
. perhaps, the low muttering ofcehe ad- 
vancing lava streams, which can< b9 
heard a lung way off in the momenta 
of the crater's silence. ' ' ■'"■'..

Institution of any kind for the help 
ff£ the multitudes in need, for whom 
he really cares so much. His lady 
was with ns, and when I remarked 
how hard must be the lot of the wives 
of- great officials "sentenced. to death" 
by the anarchists, she smiled, and 
said, "An, it Is three years now, and 
we are- used to it." How ashamed I 
felt that the great .English people 
should have been. so misled and kept 
in the dark all these years, as to feel 
no interest in this huge nation, and 
the rulers of it, who, through the in- 
difference and pride of its "orthodox" 
church,, have been so long kept from 
doing wbat they- could for the good 
of its people. Jaay Canada, as one of 
Russia's next door .neighbours, show 
a better spirit and greater Intelli- 
gence, and become , one of the chief 
helpers ot the. Russian people. It has 
already, taken in many of its most 
troublesome ones. May it not judge 
of . the great ..mass from these well- 
laeasias cracks.

Aftsr ■ visiting several places- near 
Odessa, where German-speaking Bap- 
tist ^farmers have long ,been /getting 
their Russian .labourers converted, 
and where they will gladly help us to 
place sheltered .men. and women on 
their farms. I„went;witn the brethren 
from .this. neighbourhood to Lodz, one 
of the cities that- has been renowned 
for bomb-throwine-, p.tc, bijt where 1 
was told . I might expect to see men 
and women ; from all over jtluslsa, aud 
from Siberia come to a Sunday School 
Convention, I was not disappointed. 



There were some, two hundred broth- 
ers, and sisters from every part of tlie 
Counti'y, including Siberia, met to- 
gether chieiiy to, hear a regular course 
of Jessons on their work. 

Lodz, a town of some 350,000 inhab- 
itants, mostly employed In factories, 
was another surprise. The Vstate of 
.siege" is maintained there still, and 
appears. much more than in Odessa. 
The soldiers go about, even when just 
sent alone on ,a message, bayonets 
fixed, and they have only,, too much 
reason to fear some sudden attack, 
■ for the , revolutionists roam about 
sometimes in hands of twenty or 
thirty, armed with revolvers, and 
bave jepedtedly overpowered smaller 
bodies of men in broad daylight, and, 
.after killing or wounding them, have 
. just taken wbat they pleased. But 
for any. honest working folk there is 
nothing to fear. The terrible impres- 
siuiis made upon our minds aB to 
Russia, by cablegrams, which only 
tell of. murders and executions, have 
no justification in anything now vis- 
ible. There are also legions of 
bandits roaming about, and capable of 
any crime dally; but there Is sIbo a 
government callable of facing even 

serve or restore order, and to give 
to all a fair chance to live in peace 
together. 

A. Good Field. 

That in cities where the people are 
en riivirifirl in r<?lt£!on 2nd race, it 
should be easy for agitators to stir .up 
hatred and trouble, is natural enough; 
but the remarkable thing is that as 
a rule, Jews and Gentiles, Poles, Rus- 
sians and Germans should all live and 
work together so very harmoniously.

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( S>^Hj'Sy\§J l course of a remarkable 
address, and amid breathless interest, 
The General said: — 

"Let me show you what The Salva- 
tion Army has done, during only the 
last seven days of the seventy-ninth 
year of The General's life. (Volley.) 
The calculations have been very care- 
fully made, and, therefore,, they can 
be relied upon. 

"During that time The Army has 
been preaching Salvation in thirty- 
two different languages, in at least 
fifty-two countries and colonies. 

"It has held, in its Halls, in these 
different countries and colonies, no 
less than 4G.00O meetings, attended by 
1,-100,000 people. Thirty thousand 
meetings also, were held in the open- 
air, attended by 2,000,000 people, so 
that 3,400,000 people have had preach- 
ed to them the truth about time, eter- 
nity, the Judgment Bar, and the cru- 
*-ir.v:irm ? nH re='.irreetic:i of cur L~.l. 

"Three hundred thousand addresses 
have been given, while 367,000 
prayers have been offered, asking God 
Almighty to send salvation down up- 
on them, and, as a result of these 
prayers, no less than 5,600 souls have 
hnelt at the mercy sent. (T<o»d vol- 

- "During the same week, onr Offi- 
cers and Soldiers visited 15,000 liquor- 
shops, by means Of which we reached 
another half-million. One hundred 
drunkards were at the mercy seat 
seeking salvation. (Shouts of "Praise 
God!") 

Millions Visited and Helped. 

"Music and singing have been 
taught to more than 20,000 individu- 
als. Twenty thousand bandsmen 
tramped, during the week, 85,000 
miles, playing their salvation strains. 

"Our Officers visited more than 



1,000,000 homes. Wo havo promoted, 
in iill manner of ways, the welfare of 
3,000 families, in tbe slums, trying to 
improve their bodies, snuis and cir- 
cumstances. We have supplied advice, 
and medicine to LOO a patients in our 
Hospitals and Dispensaries. 

We have been teaching ni.rioo 
children in our Day-Schools. 

"We have provided shelter for 
191,000 homeless men, women, and 
children; 261,000 meals in cur Social 
Institutions, and fed nightly 1,000 
homeless men on fLoudou's streets. 
For we are continuing that Christ'.ikc 
work of helping the poor, sorrowing, 
suffering and outcast, notwithstand- 
ing the ohjections of some people in 
high places. 

"We have furnished employment 
for 6,000 destitute men and women; 
1,000 prisoners were visited in their 
cells; and we slrove with fifty wculd- 
he suicides, 

"We have laboured for the salvation 
of 170,000 children on The Army's 
roll, and circulated 1,000,000 copies of 
our literature. 

"We are training 10,000 Corps 
Cadets; and have in India, twenty-six 
village Banks, benefiting 4,550 people. 
(Prolonged applause.) 

"Now, you may ask, 'What about 
the future of The Army?' To which 
with tremendous emphasis, The Gciv 
eral replied: "The Army will be 
there. There can. be no question, 
about that; and If the Death Angel 
were to call me to-night, the same 
message that flashed the tidings 
around the world, 'The General is 
dead!' would add the sentence, 'Long; 
live The General!' The God who has 
made the first General, will make a 
second, and a third, and a fourth, who 
will do His work as effectually — per- 
haps more effectually — than the first 
General has done it. Therefore, I say, 
don't worry about that." (Volleys 
and cbaers.) 
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"Ah," said the old lady after the 
song was finished, "God has never 
failed me yet." 

Another Worker said that when she 
started visiting a certain Hospital, 
she was not at all sure whether the 
nursing staff cared whether she came 
or not, although the patients them- 
selves did.

®SSaSji3? Canadian Salvation 
Army history, the news of marked 
blessing which has characterised 
such gatherings in nthpr parts of the 
world had certainly awakened con. 
siderable Interest and anticipation for 
the introduction of this new feature 
here. And the announcement that 
Colonel and Mrs. Sowton, assisted by 
the Provincial Officers and Staff, 
would consecrate the major part of a 
Sunday for their special benefit was 
welcomed amongst the Young People 
with delight.

was yet sufficient to submerge a re- 
cumbent figure. The drunken man's 
flounderlngs only made matters 
worse. In vain Waliack tugged at 
his master's collar in an attempt to 
lift his face above the surface of the 
water. Seeing that this was futile, he 
resorted to the expedient of thrusting 
his own head under that of his mas- 
ter, his object being, probably, to 
make a pillow of his body. Failing in 

see his master- again perilously sub- 
merged. Again he thrust his nose 
under the water, and again removed 
It, until, at last, apparently realising 
that the only way he could save his 
master's life was by remaining un-

A well-known veterinary surgeon 
tells the following story: — 

One day my assistant and myself 
were both In the Infirmary yard, when 
a strange dog came limping in ou 
three legs; the fourth was hanging.

As soon asf I bad finished— and ft took 
some time — i save him a uriuk vi 
milk anil some meat, and he went 
away on his onn x accord. I have never 
seen him since, nor did 1 ever hear to 
whom hp belonged; but from his look 
and condition. 1 would say he he- 
longed to poor people. It seems in- 
credible that a dog should have 
known where to come when he had 
certainly never been on the premises 
before, as he was a young dog. Could 
he have read the name-plate? 
A FourFooted Watchman. 

The wages of a watchman employed 
to guard the premises during the 
week-end form quite a heavy item In' 
tbe expenses ot most firms.
